Following the customary lines of a 
symposium. Professor C. W. . Hendel 
will read selected passages from l*cke's 
■writings, and thçse selections will then 
too discussed by those prient. 
Library Exhibit 
ro encourage interest: In this great 
osopher. the Redpath library has 
laced on exhibition in the show case 
,f/Bt the entrance to the reading room. 
: à number of editions of Locke's works. 
Chief among these Is a first edition of 
the "Essay concerning human under- 
standing," which was owned and an- 
notated by Locke himself. There Is 
also posted an account of Locke's life 
and work, which may be summed up 
as follows. 

Locke is generally known as the 
'philosopher of experience, and his life 
Illustrates the principles, of his philos- 
ophy. Before expressing any of his 
ITS in .writing, he secured a sound 
BSSsgrourid : of experience and reflec- 
tion on this experience upon which to 
base his opinions. 

Wide Education 
Ills academic experience took sev- 
eral forms. At Oxford University, 
whither he went as . a youngjihan,;)he 
• studied the philosophy of Descturtes 
and Hobbes, and, about the same time, 
he also acted as tutor In Greek, rhetoric 
■ and pliUosophy. Ho was strongly drawn 
to theology, but the dogmatism of that 
field repelled him, and he gave It up. 
He studied natural science, largely on 
^acc.oupt_otjthe fqundlng^.of . thejgo^al; 
; Society "oF^bich lie later . beca,me ~"a 
member, experimented' In chemistry 
And even engaged in. the practice of

firsi; Earl of Shaftesbury, he was en- 
) abled to study the problems of this 
siibject at close range, and commenced
